THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 
The surrender of the men captured at Carrizal 
may avert an immediate declaration of war. It in- 
dicates that the first chief at last has been im- 
pressed with the fea that there may be something 
in our national temper if not in our recent diplo- 
matic policy which it will mot pay him to tamper 
with too freely. | 

The concession does not restore Boyd or Adair 
or the plucky troopers who died victims of our 
irresolution, compromise, and procrastination. It 
gives opportunity for further parley, for further im- 
pudent, ungrateful, and dishonest recrimination. 
Sortunately, it also may give opportunity for the 
proper equipment, seasoning, and training of the 
citizen soldiers so abruptly summoned to service. 

Time is needed for their sakes and perhaps even 
for that of the regulars whose disposition in the 
field and whose tactics have been dictated by pe- 
litical considerations rather thar military. This is 
humiliating to confess it, but it should be clearly 
realized by the nation, for unless public opinion 
pointedly insists upon it the time gained will be in 
fact lost by the same ineredible indifference to thor- 
gugh preparation that is responsible for our present 
condition. Give the present Democratic leaders half 
a chance and they will be shirking again in the name 
‘of an economy that Lever blenches at the sight of 
the pork barrel, Give Mr. Wilson half a chance and 
he will relapse into the pleasant idealistic optimism 
which has saved him, but not the country, from the 
sharp edge of facts throughout the sorry days of 
watchful waiting. 


It is to be hoped the nation is not to ‘be deluded 


further. Eyen the president ought now to realize 
‘hat all men who knew Mexico warned him of 
years ago—namely, that our refusal to protect our 
gitizens and enforce their rights was being inter- 
preted as poltroonery and gross materialistic love 
of peace at any price. Our alternating action and 
inaction have been interpreted as either cowardice or 
subtle policy, or both. Carranza’s recent tactics 
prove this beyond a doubt. In spite of Mr, Wil- 
son’s patience and a restraint under injury unpar- 
aileled in any strong nation’s history, there is in 
arranze’s comfnunications to our government, in 
his reports to foreign governments on our policy, and 
in his refusal to help us pacify northern Mexico, 
nothing byt hostility and double dealing. Not @ 
sign of appreciation of our patience has been given, 
not a word of faith or gratitude. 

What self-respecting negotiations can take place 
‘on the foundation of such falsehood, insolence, and 
ingratitude? What hope can there be from such 
@ source that we can establish by negotiations a 
durable peace in our relations with Mexico? | 

Mr. Wilson’s passion for peace may continue to 
sustain him in his reliance upon diplomatic debate. 
Ble may continue in spite of Carranza’s words and 
actions to hope for an avoidance of intervention. 
Hint if we are to enter upon another period of ne- 
gotiation, it should be accompanied by a thorough 
process of preparation for the alternative of war. 
Mr. Wilson’s fear of giving offense to Mexican sus- 
eeptibilities or of precipitating hostilities by proper 
preperation should have been disposed of by recent 
events. It is our weakness that has 


will check them. Mr. “Vilson has accepted the 
pacifist doctrine that weakness is strength in ixter- 
Hational relations. It has failed tragically. It is 
time now for him to act on the theory that an 
Aserican life is as worthy of consideration, even

A nation 
that is encouraged to talk pompously of sovereignty 
and independence while refusing to fulfill the primi- 
tive responsibilities of civilized government and in- 
ternational relations will not last as a nation. The 
quicker the Mexicans comprehend that the better 
for all concerned. | 
American troops are in Mexico, not as wrong- 
@oers but in the exercise of our international right 
er selt-defense. They should be supported loy- 
ally by our government and assaults like that upon 
Sant, Boyd's force should be penalized if they are 
not promptly repudiated and all possible reparation 
made. | 
And it should be made clear at once that the 
Sovernment will follow this course no matter what 
the consequences and in spite of pending negotia- 
tions. :

They are sending troops to the border in day 
coaches.

BABY’S FOOD TROUBLES. 
HEN a baby spits up his food 

| what does it mean and what 

| ghould be done about it? 

Spitting up of food is especially 

common in breastfed babies un- 

der 3 months of age. It commonly-comes 
‘on immediately afternursing. Change of 
position may cause it. The vomit con- 
sists of fluid milk. If it has been down 
for some minutes there may be curds. 
There may be some odor, The baby is not 
in any discomfort. It may mean that the 


| baby nurses too much, or that bands are 


too tight, or that the stomach has been 
pressed on. 
While it is of little importance, should it 


| be repeated often it is well tomttempt to 


preventit, If bands are tight they should 
be worn looser. It is well to keep the 
baby quiet after he has nursed. He should 
be taken from the breast or bottle before 
he has overfilled himself. He should be 
taught to nurse slowly. The nuraing 
should be interrupted several times for 
a half minute or a minute. 

What is the capacity of a baby’s stom- 
ach? At birth three tablespoonfuls; at 3 
months, nine tablespoonfuls; at 6 months. 
six ounces. Spitting up of food is rare in 
babies over 6 months of age. 

What is true vomiting? Ratsing of food

To what may true vomiting be due? 
There are many causes. Any severe gen- 
eral illness is liable to start with a vomit- 
Ying spell. Such infections as infantile 
paralysis, measles, whooping cough, 
scarlet fever, commonly start that way. 
The most prominent symptom of pyloric 
stenosis is persistent vomiting, Vomiting 
is prominent in acute gastric indigestion, 
chronic dilation of the stomach, ulcera-

In most cases the baby does well for 
the first three weeks of life. .Then, with- 
out any known cause, he begins to vomit 
his food.

IUS X.’S stately tomb in the great

It has been constructed in 
the espace between the columns near the 
choir chapel, opposite Pollatuolo’s me- 
morial of Innocent VIII. The design was 
selected from among some forty models 
submitted by the chief sculptons and 
architects in Italy, and determined upon 
by a. small commission of cardinals, pre- 
sided by Cardinal Merry del Val, who 
was the secretary of state of the late 
pontiff. *

| Fausto, Its main feature is the colossal 


figure of the late pope. Most of the 
statues of thé pontiffs in St. Peter’s 
represent them in the act of blessing or 
as kneeling. Pius X., however, is por- 
trayed as having just risen from his 
throne, with outspread hands and up- 
lifted face. Two minor details of the 
memorial refer to his work in aassailing 
modernism and in restoring the dis- 
cipline of the primitive church. 

Pope Pius X.’s memorial tomb is the 
first sepulchral monument erected in St. 
Peter's during the twentieth century. 
The nineteenth century is represented 
there by the tombe of Pius VII., Pius 
VIlI., Leo XII, and Gregory XVI. The 
design has not pleased everybody, and 
numerous tetters have appeared in the 
Roman papets criticizing it. It is prob- 
able that there would be similar 
criticisms even if Michael Angelo were 
to revisit the BDternal city, adorned by 
so many Of his masterpieces, and were 
to submit designe of his own. But the 
keen interest shown by the general pub- 
lic in the artistic decoration of St. Pe- 
ter’s, and, indeed, in every new monu- 
ment and important building or bridge 
constructed in Rome, is a healthy sign.

The Esmondes trace back their descent 
to the reign of Henry II. of England, 
when Sir Geoffrey d’Estmonte accom- 
panied Strongbow to Ireland and landed 
at Bannow, in Wexford, with which 
county the Esmondes have ever since 
been identified. : 

Strictly speaking, Sir Thomas should 
be a peer. That he is not so is the result 
ofa combination of romance and religion. 
Sir Laurence Esmo was raised to the 
peerage as Lordi nde, Baron of 
Limerick, in County Wexford, by James 
1., for his services as commander in chief 
of the British forces in Ireland. During 
one of his campaigns in Connaught he 
married a sister of O'Flaherty, dynast of 
lar Connaught, by whom he had one son. 
When Lord Esmonde became a Protest. 
ant, his wife, a devout Catholic, fearing 
for her little boy’s faith, fled from her 
husband, carrying away the child, and 
returned to her family in Conmaught. 

This desertion on her part afforded to 
Lord Esmonde a pretext fer questioning 
the legality of his union as being that 
of a Protestant with a Catholic. With. 
out, however, taking any legal measures 
to annul the alliance, he coolly married 
again, leading to the altar a granddaugh- 
ter of the ninth Earl of Ormonde and 
widow of Sir Edward Gough. There were 
no children by the second marriage. 

Lord Esmonde's only son, Thomas, the 
issue of his first wife, was created a 
baronet in, 1628 by Charles I., but was not 
i permitted to succéed to his father’s peer- 
age, or if he had been allowed to do so 
it would have been equivalent to the in- 
fiction of the stigma of the felony of 
bigamy upon his father and upon the 
family eseutcheon. 3 

Another ancestor was John Ewemonde. 
father of the ninth baronet, and who 
concerned like Lord Wdward Fitagerald 
and many other Irishmen of birth and 
breeding, in the insurrection of 1798 in 
Ireland, paid the penalty with his life 
on the scaffold. 

Col. Thomas Eemonde was one of the 
first officers of the English army to re-

solid woods. like noibwood, betha- 


barra, dagama, greenheart and 
lancewood and split bambdéo. We 

do. not share some people’s prejudice 
against steel as a casting rod material. 
Bait casting, as regularly practiced, is a 
strenuous sport and requires sturdy tools. 
Steel has its advantages as well as its 
drawbacks. It ic heavy, but strong; lack- 
ing the nicest balance, but requires little 
care; its action is not as good as that of 
bamboo, but its ferrules do not come 
loose and rattle if kept in a steam heated 
room where many rods must be kept be- 

tween seasons. In short, the once in a 
while fisherman who buys only one rod 
will make no mistake in gettting one of 
steel. They maké fine knockabout rods 
for any caster, no matter how many fine 
bamboo and wood rods he may possess. 
in recommending steel rods we refer only 
| to the guaranteed grades. 

The medium grades are fair, but cheap 
steel rods should be avoided even more 
than cheap bamboo. The average mode 
in a good grade retails at about $5; the 
lightweight construction at about $6, and, 
depending on the quality of the fittings, 
such as all agate guides, double grips 
etc., the prices run up to $10.

The quality of wood rode. Seaieniic oo) 
great deal on the closeness of grain and 
other characteristics of the pieces used 
in making individual rods, but as general 
rule they rank about in the order named 
‘at the beginning of this article. 

Wood rods lack the snappy, thorough- | 
bred’ action of bamboo and they are 
heavier; they excel steel in this respect, 
but they require a little more care. 

Some mighty nice rods are made of solid 
wood. Their action might be described 
by the word “smooth” and for fairly 
heavy work or general fishing some ex- 
pert anglers prefer them above all others.

PISTAKEE LAKE, ILL.

Pistakee lake is fifty miles from 
Chicago, reached via Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railway direct, or 
the Chicago and Northwestern via 
McHenry, thence by boat on the Fox 
river. Good casting grounds for bass 
and pickerel are easily reached from 
any of the hotels and always a quiet 
shore no matter which direction the 
wind is from.
